She was the wife of Dump Smith of Boonshill, who with his fam- 
ily came to Texas about 1877 and located at, their present home in 
Coryell county a few years afterward. a i : 

As a friend to thé family, the writer who has known "Aunt 
Elmira" for more than 54 years, he makes this record of her death 
for those of Lincoln county who are relatives and friends and 
possibly do not know of her passing away. 

Like the flowers of a season that come, give off their per- 
fume, fade and fall, so she who came into the world, had her being, 
administered to the distressed with a heart of love and kindness, 
filled out a life of fruition, and passed on to that Creator in 
whom she had faith... 

Her life had been an eventful one. During. their residence 
near Boonshill (LCT), she had bid her husband and his brother. 
Rufe good-bye when the first Tennessee troops were called to the 
defense of that state, friends and relatives had been cut down in 
that strife of four years struggle-four years of doubt, of hope, 
of distress, of fear, of anxiety, of prayer, culminated with a 
time of rejoicing when Dump and Rufe returned after the struggle 
to wife and children for whom they had fought in defense .so long, 
undismayed, the burdens of life were renewed in efforts to make 
tongue and buckle meet, and finding this hard to do in Tennessee, 
then a wreck from the so recent civil war, the family came to 
Texas at the time mentioned, soon acquired a home that has been 
their abiding place for near a half century. 

Grandma Smith, and indeed the whole family, were known far 
and wide as people of great génerosity, civil, courteous, and 
pleasant to all who visited them, 

The weight of 80 winters had stooped her shoulders, crowned . 
her head with the white of veneration, dulled the ear and dimmed 
the eyes, making it hard for her to hear the taik of visitors 
or see their faces, 

One by one she saw the family fade away. Col. Smith, father 
of Dump and Rufe, was the first to go. Alf, who was assassinated 
in Gatesville, Texas, many years ago, passed to the grave as the 
first child, followed by Dump, Rufe, Billy Whittington, a nephew, 
and brother to irs, Nannie Woods of Fayetteville. Daisy and Pearl, 
and last, Sally, the oldest daughter, recently was laid by her 
parents, brothers and sisters in the family burying ground, near 
their home, Sally. survived her mother's death but a few days. 

The surviving children are Charlie and Zadie, occupants of 
the old home; Dr. Carl, El Paso, Texas; Dr, Jack and Ernest Smith 
of Chihuahua, iiexico; Andy Smith near the home and his brother, 
Bud, in South Texas; irs, Rena Jones, Talpa, Texas, and Mrs. Mey- 
ers, of some place in West Texas... :

hy Dear Brother and Cousin Ann-You will doubtless wonder why I 
write to you together, but I feel so little like writing and 
have the very same to "write to you both, that I hope you will 
excuse me this time, This is the first time I have put pen 

to paper since the storm, and I fear that I am not equal to 
the task of writing coherently now, Two weeks ago to-day we 
spent our last day in the dear home which we had built for our- 
selves, adding by degrees necessary conveniences and comforts 
until we felt that though many might boast of more elegant 
and luxurious homes, none were more sweet and attractive to us 
than ours, Every book, picture, bracket or ornament added 
enhanced its charms to our partial eyes, until our home seemed 
almost a part of our lives, I never spent a more peaceful 
contented day than the 14th, There was no preaching, so we 
read, talked and walked about the premises, planning improve- 
ments and. indulging in bright anticipations for the future, 
Retired about 9 o tolock to be awakened frequently by the vio- 
lence of the rain and hail, the heavy reverberation of the thun- 
der accompanied by the most terrific lightning flashes, which 
would light up the whole house with its blinding glare. About 
2 o'clock I arose, crossed the room and took up a quilt and 
blanket which I kept in the room in case we might need extra 
covering, and attempted to go to another room where the blinds. 
were closed so that I could not see the lightning. Dr.. think- 
ing I was asleep got up and followed me, coaxing me to come 
back to bed, which I consented to do, The whole house seemed 
in a blaze oF light. We had been in bed only a minute or two, 
when I ab tameea to Dr, thst it seemed as if half a dozen trains 
were ae ° - in at once, but was afraid it was not that; he 
got v saying he would see if he could close the blinds for my

reclined on my bed with his arm over me and Fannie, our other 
three were in the little bed beside mine, In one-half a minute 
after the bursting of the door our house was in ruins, the 
timbers, furniture and clothing, scattered far and near~-a good 
portion of it passing over us while we were unhurt. None of us 
moved or spoke, except to petition that "He whom even the winds 
and storms obey" might still their ragings and be to us a 
covert from their fury. 





Lizzie did speak and call "papa, papa," when the door was blown ~ 
upon her, but it was instantly lifted and carried away. Dr. 
put us all into one bed and took the children's mattress and 
put over us, then crept in himself, as we could do nothing but 
wait for some one to come to us, which was about an hour, We 
lay there speculating on the probabilities of any more houses 
being blown away-hoping that we were the only ones and feeling 
so thankful that we were still an unbroken family, all safe in 
one bed, ; . 


The children behaved heroically, never complaining once of the 
discomforts, though we lay so closely together that a change 

of position was impossible for two hours, and during part of 
that time the rain came down in torrents until the bed was 

like a branch as the water came through the mattress and 

covers like it was a sieve, and at one time the wind blew with 
such force as to carry our covering off some distance, Rufus 
who was sleeping in the store, got to us about 3 ofelock, having 
stopped on the way to extricate some of the dead and wounded, 
When he got to the ruins he was sure we were all killed, as 

he heard no sounds, and Dr. could do nothing setting about 

over the splinters, nails and fragments of glass, and had ceased 
to call for help. He told us that a great many houses were 
blown down,~Soon other's came, and they quickly kindled a huge 
ponfire from the fragments out in the front walk, succeeded in | 
finding some clothes for Dr., then found a large trunk and bur- 
eau on our room floor with dry underclothing in them, which the 
kind brought to my bed and when we got them on they carried 

us all in their arms to the fire.- Found my large wardrobe 
with the doors gone lying on its side, and we all got into 

it (children and I) and kept dry through succeeding showers. ; 
Dr. got up as soon as Rufus came and was exposed greatly as the 
rain was from the north-east and he had only his night clothes 
on. Iwas so anxious about him,- Uncle Wesley was one of 

the first to come to ug and insisted that we should go on to 
his house as soon as possible, and remain until we could make 
other arrangements, Aunt Fanney sent us clothes, and shoes, 
and bonnets, but the roads were so blockaded with fallen trees 
and house timbers that we had to wiat till daylight. 


In the meantime I was cheerful and even indulging in a joke 
about my dress skirt of black silk and a polanaise of brown 
alpaca, which was the best I could find, as my usual dresses 
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had hung in the wardrobe and now lay in various stages of di- 
lapidation, Bd 


About light we saw Aunt Fanny coming on a man's saddle and 
bareheaded, She called to doctor as she drew near and I caught . 
prother Jordants and harianna's name with the fact that their © 
house had shared the same fate of ours, ' Then indeed I realized 
how cruel the storm had been, We had hoped it chad missed them 
and I had thought how quickly he would come on hearing of our 
disaster, and how sorry he would, be to find us in so pitiful . 
a plight not dreaming that even before it reached us it. had 
taken his life, i : 


Oh it seems hard, but I will -believe that "He doeth all things 
well," and that even our loved ones are taken from us in mercy, 


Poor sister Lis. She was almost frantic with grief, and surely 
a woman was never left in a more helpless condition; she had 
never depended upon herself at all. He was the very roof-tree 
in their family edifice, a shield for her from every care in 
life, I have never seen her yet. Dr. is just from a visit to 
her at Booneville; says she is better than we expected and says 
she will go home when her house is completed. He is going out 
tomorrow to alter the plan of it, and superintend the building 
of it, She will get enough from the aid that has come for the - 
tsuffers'.to help a good deal toward building. - Other towns ané¢. 
neighborhoods have contributed most generously to the needy. 

He got her to promise to come up next Wednesday to look after 
her things-as she does not know what has been saved, Her cook 
stove is safe but not one piece of furniture, 


John Street carried them all to his house and kept them till | 
after the burial. I was so glad she got there; it was imposs- 
ible to travel the road from there to town except on horseback, 
I have not seen hattie or John, ; 


We have so much stormy, rainy weather and the waters keep so 
high that they can not come in. 


I went over home with Aunt Fanny (riding behind her) went to bed 
immediately with a hard chill and never was out till last Mon- 
day. I went to our ruins and then over to Mrs, Carlie's to see 
about the washing which she was. kindly having done at: her house, 
They found all my quilts, blankets and counterpanes, most of our 
clothing and some sheets, pillows and cases, our feather bed 

was blown to pieces, not a handful of feathers left in it, all 
the mattresses ruined, only one piece of furniture left whole _ 
(the trundle bed-stead that the children were on,) my carpets 
all ruined and every picture destroyed except a large photograph 
we had framed of Dr.'s. I also found of the small pictures 
yours, Cousin Ann, mine and one of Uncle Harry and Aunt kary. 


hy bed clothes are badly. torn up and quilts spoiled for looks, 
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But we feel--so grateful that we are above want, and no need 
to accept the aid that has come for the destitute. 


We feel so grateful to friends who have offered us homes 
until we can get one of our own; sympathy in adversity is so 
sweet. We accepted Uncle Wesley's hospitality for a week, then 
came down to Frank Boone's for two days, during which time I 
staid mostly at the store (where our things were all carried ) 
having the mud rubbed, out of our things and trying to bring 
order out of chaos. We have got things a little straight now, 
have a pleasant boarding place at Nr. Ellis's, where we are 

as well content as possible under the circumstances. The sad- 
dest sight to me of all the ruin down at the store was the 
ruins of our books, every one ruined, and I took such pleasure 
in them, always adding to them when possible. I have suffered 
such a shock, that life is torture to me when it thunders, 
lightens or blows, We are having a great deal of rain and 
storms almost every night. Scientific men are accounting for

Hardy got here last Tuesday morning; poor fellow, I was so sorry 
for him: where he had been wont to find pleasant homes and 
hearty welcomes, were only ruins, none of us with homes to 
invite him to, He is at Cousin Nattie's I guess now. 


Dr, is undecided about what to do, Our home has kept him from 
winding up his business and going to a more flourishing place 
for some time, He has too much business on hand to leave now. 
We have put up a house of two rooms with stack chimney on the 
old kitchen site, for Norris (you know him Dolphie) and will 
perhaps: rent or board, for some time, T have been at work for 
several days, my spirits are elastic and can never be kept down 
as long as life is spared. Our orchard was almost destroyed, 
most all the trees great and small that grew in the course of 
the storm were felled, There were 34 houses blown down in 
three miles, from brother Jordan's to the last house in town. 


Mrs, Dr, Stevens lay at the point of death, her sisters and 
several ladies sitting up with her,.-The back rooms were blown 
away and the roof of the front taken away, She had to be moved 
to the nearest house standing, where she died the next Thurs- 
day. 

Mr, Armor has dicd from his injuries, his wife is still low, 
broken leg and arm both, They with their six children were 
blown 100 yards and scattered, no two together and all more or 
less hurt, Time and space forbid the recital of any more of 
the particulars, and I fancy you are all tired of reading un- 
pleasant details, : oe 

We have had many letters from relatives’ expressive of sympathy, 
which were as balm to our sore hearts, With health and. pros-_ 
perity we hope to replace our. homes and property, but. the. loved. 
and lost alas, can never be brought back, but we trust ‘they
